The Proposed Atianta and Selma 
Railroad is Booming. 


Bat Here in Atlanta There is Apathy—A 
Plain Talk From Hon. Jonathan Nor- 
cross—W hat has Been Done Elsewhere. 


Hon. Jonathan Norcross is still hard at work 
in the interests of the proposed Atlanta and 
Selma railroad. , 

He feels that the road, when completed, will 
be one of the most important in the south, and

| especially*important to Atlanta, and for that 


reason he is bending his energies toward mak- 


ing the project a success. 

A representative of THe COoNsTITUTION 
called upon him yesterday for the purpose of 
ascertaining what has béen his success. 

Whatis the outlook for the Atianta and 
Selma air line at the present time?’’ Mr. Nor- 
cross was asked. : 

‘It is decidedly favorable and encouraging 
along the line, and atevery point except At- 
lanta. Here we strike the hardest kind of 
slate. Here in Atlantaisa plenty of gold, a 
plenty of silver, and a plenty. of greenbacks, 
much of which has been made from the enter- 
prise of active business men, and the rise of 
property in this city. This kind of capital is 
now mainly held by some twenty or twenty- 
five capitalists who now own about one-third 
of the property of Fulton county, and from 
whose vaults nothing short of a tax levied by 
the people for public enterprises can 
ever extract a cent, however valuable such 
enterprises may be to the people at large. 
There is probably more money being carried 
away from Atlanta by these men for invest- 
ment in other places than is being brought to 
this community for such purposes. Or if this 
is not the case, itis being hoarded with the 
expectation of large speculations from the 
bankruptcy of more liberal and enterprising 
men. it is owing to this condition and rela- 
tion of our financial affairs that the people of 
Fulton county are compelled to adopt some 
other pian than that of private subscriptions 
of stock, if they are ever to get any assistance 
from these men, or ever have any voice or con- 
trol in a railroad which promises more _ busi- 
ness and add more wealth to this community 
than any read as yet built.” 

‘*Have you presented this enterprise in all its 
relations and bentises upon this community to 
these men?’ 

‘*Mr. O’Keefe and I have done all we could 
do in this direction, and as you are aware, the 
entire interested newspaper press has discussed 
this measure in all its relations and bearings. 
Basides th® we-have had printed in pamphlet 
form the substance of all the matter published 
in the newspapers,and have distributed nearly 
athousand copies among the capitalists and 
business men of Atlanta and Fulton county. 
And lastly, we addressed the following letter 
in manuscript to twenty-five of our heaviest 
capitalists, and as I before remarked, who 
own about one-third of the property of Fulton 


county: 

Orvice ATLANTA AND ALABAMA RaiLwWay Co., 
ATLANTA, Ga,, February, 1888.—Dear sir: We take 
the liberty to send you a copy of the subscription 
list for the proposed Atlanta and Selma railroad, 
which cannot tal, if complied with, to secure the 
constriction of the road and protect the subscribers 
against loss. 

We are induced te do this because you are a 
wealthy man, and we fear thatso larze an enter 
prise cannot be accomplised without the co-opera- 
tion ard aidofmen of means. We ass for only

We are also induced to do this because we all have

‘*‘Did this bring any subscription of stock to 
the company?” 

‘‘Not a dollar,’’ was the forcible response. 

‘‘But are there not some liberal and enter- 
prising men in this community who will sub- 
scribe stock to this enterprise ?’’ was asked. 

‘“Most assuredly there are. It was such men 
who started the Atlanta and Florida railroad 
and are pushing it to its completion to the 
increase of millions ef dollars to the 

roperty of this community, and. will 
10} to and control) it for all time 
to come. It was also such men who started 
and helped build with their own money the 
Air-Line road, and the Georgia Western, now 
the Georgia Pacific, which, unfortunately for 
this community, are in the hands of non-resi- 
dent and greedy syndicates. Nevertheless, 
these roads have added millions upon millions 
to the value of property in Fulton county, But 
the question arises what courage or what heart 
have we as honest agents to solicit aid from 
them, when we know that a score or more of 
capitalists in our midst are to receive the lion’s 
share of the gains, when they#Mave done noth- 
ing themeel ves ?”’ 

‘What, then, is your plan for obtaining aid 
from this community for this enterprise ?”’ 

“It issimply to have the county build first- 
class roads and allow some other party or par- 
ties to use a section of them for an iron track. 
I hetieve the convention of 1877 did not take 
away from the couhties or the people the right 
to build roads and streets and use them as they 
piease.’’ 

*‘But that convention attempted to restrict 
corporations in some respects,’’ was suggested. 

‘Yes, we are allawareof that. But when 
our political divisions, such as cities and coun- 
ties were small in numbers, and poor in _ prop- 
erty compared with what they now are, then 
the hereditary rights and powers, guaranteed 
tothem by the state constitution, enabled 
them to sePon foot and aid great enterprises, 
and to compel the rich and hide-bound men in 
their midst to contribute some of their 
money to the general welfare. Such 
was the case with Augusta and the Georgia, 
with Sayannah and the Central, with Atlanta 
and the Air-Line and the Georgia Pacific rail- 
roads, as well as with the great Augusta canal, 
all of which have added vastly to the prosper- 
ity of the whole state. Butthe Georgia con- 
vention of 1877, in revising our state constitu- 
tion, essayed to cut away and destroy these 
hereditary rights and powers of corporations, 
which have come down to us from time imme- 
morial. Now, if this revised constitu- 
tion is to continue in force, as _ inter- 
preted by some persons, these hereditary 
rights and powers of large corporations and 
counties will be.destroyed, the result of which 
will be that the people’s united and vital in- 
terests and hopes will become a prey and their 
lands hunting grounds for nabobs, Shylocks 
and aristocrats, while the rank and file of the 
people will be compelled to become syco- 
phants, parasites and menials to a few capital- 
ists, instead of comprising, as heretofore, inde- 
amon 3p progressive and enterprising commu- 
nities.” 

‘‘But how are you going to get around or 
over the restrictive clauses of this new consti- 
tution ?”’ 

‘In answer to this please bear in mind the 
old saying, ‘Where there is a will there is a 
way,’ and that other old one, ‘Necessity is 
the mother invention,’ and the mother of 
laws also. An effort to restrict any people’s 
natural and hereditary rights is like an‘ at- 
tempt to dam up astream of water, and dry 
up the channel below. The water is sure to 
break over or through somewhere, and leave 
the dam rather than the channel high and dry, 
or it is like attempting to corral a hungry herd 
of stock consisting ~ avary caitle, sheep and 
swiue, in a small pasture, in sight of inviting 
fields of grass and. poe. 

“The fact is these attempted restriotions 
are both narrow and shallow. It took 
the Central railroad company no time to 
break over one of them, and to gobble up the 
Georgia and West Point roads, under the name 
of lease. Fulton county is werth two or three 
Central railroads, and. has nearly as many 
rights and interests to be promoted. Or atany 
ra pomagae will think so, when wur lawyers 
and the people have had a chance to speak for 
themselves. 

“The truth ix, under the railroad and steam 
regime, this community is the natural indus- 
trial and commercial center of north Georgia 
and three or four million people besides At- 
lanta and Fulton county have grown from a 
heap of cinders in 1865 to 75,000 people. Un- 
der fair treatment and a just competition 
among the milroads, it would have contained 
150,000 people, andginstead of a return of $34,- 
000,000 of taxable property, it ought to have 
contained $60,000,000. As it is this communi- 
ty has paid more taxes than any other county 
in the state, and one-tenth of all the state rev- 
enue, and all thisin the face and eyes of ex- 
tortionate rates of transportation, fixed and 
enforced by non-resident syndicates which can 
be checkmated only by a voice and con- 
— of some of the railroads centering in its 
midst.’

Yet the city of Cincinnati, in the exercise of 
her ancient and hereditary corporate rights, 
found means to break throngh this would-be 
iron-clad clause of the Ohio constitution, and 
actually, under an act of the state legislature, 
issued oe corporate bonds and constructed her 
great Southern railway, extending into and 
from her corporate limits at a cost of $18,000,- 
000, and thus restored and secured her former 
prestige and commercial and industrial power 
for all time to come. And now and here tie 
question arises: Can this community, con- 


taining the chief city and capital of Georzia, | 
consent to lose the construction and contro! of | 


the Atlanta and Selma railroad, which 
promises to ‘f graater proportionate 
value to this community than is the Southern 
railroad to Cincinnati, for the want of energy, 
enterprise and perseverance which character- 
ized that community ? 

‘‘Now we do not expect the people of At- 
lanta and Fulton county to override the tetter 
and words of the constitution of the state, as 
people of Cincinnati seem to have done with 
the constitution of Ohio, but we do expect 
them to have a high regard for their ancient 
and hereditary corporate rights and in apprc- 
priating. as has been proposed, so large a sum 
as $500,000 for building and improving the 
roads of the county, we do ask and expect 
them to use $200,000.0f the amount in con- 


‘structing a road in the direction of Se]ma to 


the Alabama line in co-operation with other 
interested countios, provided we can get legis- 
lative authority to issue county road bonds to 
the amount of $500,000, as we doubtless can. 
‘‘But after building a first-class road bed, 
which would be strictly constitutional for us 
to do, and the counties through which it should 
run should be unable or unwilling to macad- 
amize the same, we cannot see the reason why 
they should not allow some other party or par- 
ties to lay an iron track upon the road bed for 
horse cars, dummies, or locomotives, and 
especially inasmuch as an old fashioned iron 
track extending fram this city to the Alabama 
line would bring ten times as many advantages 
to this community and the poeple 
line as the best macadamized road that could 
be constructed. In doin 
course, the counties would still own the road 
bed, and could easily stipulate that it should 
never be sold for the payment of the debts of 
any railroad company.
